Your Commiitee on Prison Mission Werk beg leave to report that 
there are in the state nenitentiary at Walla Walla 846 convicts under 
the superintendence of Warden Frank Kees. The sanitary and police 
regulations are all that could be desired. 


We are glad to report the Chaplain, Rev. John Le Cornu, sinve 
his appointment has rendered most faithful and efficient service, 
though he has suffered great disability for want of a chapel in which 
to hold preaching service, and for want of an office for his own per- 
sonal convenience and for prayer and conference with the Drivouers 
who are disposed to engage in such exercises. 


The penitentiary at Walla Walla is new filled to the uttermost. 
To provide for more room Governor Meade, whoa is giving special at- 
tenticn to prison reform, will recommend to the next legislature the 
pbuilding of a prison on the Sound near Seattle, to be conducted as a 
reformatory after the Elmira system in which the younger prisoners 
will be confined and instructed in industrial pursuits. 


We may report in cenelusion that the law on the statute book 
copied after the New York code, and the present administration of the 
state of Washington not only centemplates the secure confinement, 
but the very best effort to reform the criminal classes.

the church is not possible for any great length of time without the 
religious home. A godless home 1s sure to breed a godless and vicious 
generation. You cannot have a stable and efficient church without 
religion in the home. However valuable the Sunday school may be to 
the children, it cannot supplement the moral and religious teaching 
of the home. The reverent reading of God’s Word by the head of the 
family by either the father or mother, and prayer, is essential to the 
moral training of the children, especially in their impressible years. 
I am sorry to be compelled to say that there has been a fearful de- 
cline in the religious homes of our nation in the last fifty years, that 
has greatly weakened the moral and religious power of the Christian 
churches of America. In my day I am safe in saying that family 
prayer and reading of God’s Word fifty or sixty years ago was the 
rule, but today it is the exception. I will challenge any preacher in 
this Conference to put to the test in his church this year to concsien- 
tiously ask each family in his membership to find one-fifth of his 
people who have faniily worship or even say grace at the table in the 
presence of the children. Is it strange, then, under this state of thing's 
that our children are not converted and early abandon the church and 
bring discredit on many yrotessedly Christian homes and weaken the’ 
power of the church to save the ungodly? 


The other fearful evil is Sabbath desecration. It is becomin 
national sin and a national disgrace. We were once Sabbath lo as 
ene a Sabbath keeping nation. The Sabbath was almost univers i 
this nation a century aog. Now it is but little better than a conti . ee 
sabbath with the majoritv. We have Sabbath laws, but th d a a 
lated with impunity if not with impudence and Bae d ue ay 
the part of tae American saloon. the beer sarden ae aie a 
and other places of amusement. Men of my age aa r ate ae 
public opinion would not tolerate these things. The ae pas 
The age has become lawloss and irreverent in these reeeele anemone

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man for the Sabbath.” It is not srbitrary. It is benevolent. It is for 
the benefit and morel good of the race. We greatly need a renewal 
of the genuine family religion, of Sabbath observance and of good 
citizenship in the chureh and in the aation. It would be wise and 
advisable for the churches to seriously and prayerfully to set about 
a reformation in these respects. I have serious doubts whether we 
can hope for the thorough and sound cenversion ef the world while 
these abuses are nanging over us if as churches we are in any large 


sense responsible for them. 


There is one other fault with a pretty large number of church 
members which is a serious hindrance to the efficiency of our indi- 
vidual churches. Want of loyalty to attendance on our prayer meet- 
ings. If the prayer meeting comes on the night of the fraternal orders 
and club meeings, the prayer meeting is cut out. This is disloyalty 
to the chureh and to Christ and must of necessity be detrimental 
to the growth and spirituality of the man or woman who thus casts 
reflection o nthe Christian religion and discredits it.. Christ says, 
“Seek first the kingdom of God and His righteousness.” I have no 
war to make on our benevylent order as such, but I am very clear 
and sure that no order, whatever its) character, can thus consistently 
discount the claims of the church of Jesus Christ that He has pur- 
ehased with His own blood.” Christ’s cause has the first and highest 
elaim on cur time and services. And I advise any brother who con- 
stantly gives his preference and time to these orders, that he does 
it at the peril of his spiritual interests and wounds the Master in the 
house of his friends and greatly discourages and handicaps his pas- 
tor‘s efficiency ir his ministry. These things ought not so to be. May 
God help usi to prayerfully consider them and place our zeligion where 
the New Testament places it—above all other causes.

Armfield to the position of financial agent for the hospital for 
the ensuing year. The trustees are erecting a substantial brick build— 
ing which when completed ‘vill cost $20,000, and will be modern and 
adequate for its purpose. The management is providing with great 
good judgment in every respect. When completed the property wilf 
be free from debt. In every particular the Deaconess Hospital merits 


our hearty commendation. 


A most notle institution is the Deaconess Old People’s Home of 
Spokane, which is under the same wise management as the hospital. 
Deaconess Mary A. Curnick, the superintendent, is caring for the old 
people who are placed in her care with great success. At Rochester 
Heights, situated on the elevated plateau overlooking Spokane, the 
home occupies a comfortable house surrounded by orchard, garden 
and shade trees. It is easily reached by city electric cars, and is with- 
in easy distance of our church at Hillyard. The property is worth 
$4500, is free from debt and maintained in good repair. Seventeen 
old people have enjoyed the care of the home during the past year. 
The time should not be far distant when this institution should have 
an endowment of $100,000 for its Christlike work. 


We rejoice in the blessed work of Deaconess Stella Alexander, of 
the First Church of Walla Walla. As visiting deaconess she is carry- 
ing sunshine ana comfort into the homes and proving a benediction 
to that community. Every church which has the service of a compe- 
tent, consecrated visiting deaconess is most favored. 


We rejoice in the presence and words of Deaconess Hepburn of 
the Deaconess Training Schoo! of Seattle. This institution under the 
able superintendelcy of Deaconess Elizabeth Jones, is worthy of the 
patronage and support of all our Northwest Methodism.

Ore., Dr. Coleman was elected chairman, 
under whose direction all of Colonel Butterfield’s suggestions relative 
to the re-interment of the remains of Jason Lee were earried into 
effect. And the 15th cay of June, of the present year, was a notable 
day in the history of Methodism in the Pacific Northwest. In a fine 
casket bearing on 2 beaucifnl metal plate suitable inscription, placed 
before the altar of our splendid church in Salem, with modest florai 
decorations, was contained what was mortal of Jason Lee. He had 
slept in a grave for more than 60 years, still his bones were well pre- 
served. ‘T’hree public services were conducted in the church that day, 
in recognition of the man and of his work: One service in the fore- 
noon, one in the’afternoon, and one in the evening. The church, the 
pioeers of Oregon and the states of Oregon, Washington and Idaho 
respectively had charge of these services and furnished speakers. 
Scholars, thinkers, writers, orators—men of renown in chureh and 
state, appeared in the pu'pits—to do hoonr to the memory of Jason 
Lee, ane to acknowledge the great work, religious, intellectual and 
commercial, which had heen builied under the standards he planted 
and upon the foundations he laid. 


That day called together from different sections of this coast ven- 
erable men, holy men of God—pioneers in the church and of this 
civilization; also men high in position and influence in the state with 


many a younger generation, al! desirous of entering into the spirit of 
the memorable opsequies. 
It should be recorded here that one member of the joint com- 


mittee, G. M. Booth, of our conference, departed this life before the 


committee had completed its work.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMISSION. 


Having given careful attention to the matter of devising some 
plan of providing a better support for our conference claimants, as 
instructed by previous action of the conference, we have fixed upon 
the plan of a Conference Association, with auxiliaries, and respectfully 
submit the same, as outlined in the following constitution and by-laws: 


THE COLUMBIA RIVER CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOW- 
MENT ASSOCIATION. 


é 1. This society shall be called ‘“The Conference Claimants’ En- 
dowment Association of the Columbia River Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church.”’ 


2. It shall be the object of this association to secure a perpetual 
fund, to be known as ‘‘The Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund,” 
which shall be invested and held in perpetuity in trust for the Confer- 
ence claimants of the Columbie. River Conference. 


8. All members of the conference and all pastors shall be ex- 
officio members of the association. and any one may hecome a mem- 
ber on the payment of one dollar. 


4. The officers of this association shall be a president, secretary, 
treasurer and corresvonding secretary, or ficld agent, all of whom 
shall be appointed by the presiding bishop annually. These officers 
shall constitute an executive committee to whom shall be committed 
the business management of the association. 


5. There shall be an advisory board, consisting of the presiding 
elders and of one pastor and one layman from each district. These 
shall be elected annually by the ministerial members of the associa- 
tion, together with such Methodist lay members as may be present 
at the time of election during the session of the annual conference, 
and this poard shall assist the executive committee in securing money 
and property for this fund. 


6. The corresponding secretary shall be a member of the con- 
ference shall labor throughout the conference as opportunity may 
offer, shall collect money, secure property and organize auxiliary 


nssociations, under the supervision and direction of the executive 
committee. 


7. All real estate which shall be secured by this association shall 


be deeded to the Columbia River Conference of the Methodist E\pis- 
copal Church, to be held in trust for the obiect of the association.

3. All revenue from investments, after necessary expenses shall 
have been deducted, shall be at the dispesal of the conference for the 
benefit of claimants at each annual session. 


9. In securing real estate the executive committee must insist 
upon a clear title, with an abstract which shall be approved by a com- 
petent attorney. No deeds with reversionary conditions shall be ac- 
cepted. 


10. This constitution shall not be altered except by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present at any annual meeting, one year’s notice 
naving been given of such contemplated change. 


BY-LAWS. 


1. The executive committee shall hold its meeting at such times 
and places as may by it be determined, or at the call of the president 
or vice-president. 


2. An expense ‘fund shall be provided by the executive commit- 
tee, from such sources as shall be at its command, fromw hich all 
expenses incurred in conducting the business of the association shall 
be paid.. 


38. Each member of the association shall pay into the treasury 
fifty cents annually in advance, whieh, with the membership fee, shall 
go to the expense fund. 


4. The salary of the corresponding secretary shall be fixed by 
and provided for annually by the executive committee. 


5. The corresponding secretary may organize auxiliary associa- 
tions in such manner as may be approved by the executive committee. 


-6. These by-laws may be changed at any annual meeting, pre- 
vious notice having been given at least two days in advairice.

: boundaries of the city of Baltimore, Md., in one of the best residential 
sections, one hundred and fifty feet above tide-water. 


Buildings The buildings are seven in number—three devoted to instruction and 

. administration, three to residence. All are new, cheerful and commo- 
dious, erected particularly for their respective purposes, and containing the con- 
yeniences devised by modern architectural science.

Elective courses are offered in Greek, Latin, French, 
Spanish, Italian, German, English Literature, including Old and Middle English, 
Mathematics, Geology, Mineralogy, Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Biology, History, 
Economics and Sociology. Upon the completion of a course usually requiring four 
years, the student is graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts.

Physical Train- in physiology and hygiene. A commodious modern gymnasium 

ing and Hygiene provides systematic exercises according to the Ling, or 

Swedish, method under careful training and supervision of a 

physician specially prepared in mechanical therapeutics. Halls are provided fer 

basket ball and courts for tennis and similar sports. Care is taken to prevent excess 
in these exercises. 


These are the usual requirements of Eastern colleges and should 
Entrance be met by graduates of good high schools in which at least one 
Requirements language in addition to Latin is embraced in the course ot study. 

Certificates of preparation which furnish full details will be con- 
sidered when offered by schools previously accredited and, if found sufficient, will be 
accepted as substitutes for examination, otherwise examinations will be necessary. 
Certificates of the College Entrance Examination Board are accepted.
